Last evening the Edmonton militia 
wave a? banquet in Hurry'’s Cafe in 
honor of Major General Sir Robert 
S.S. Baden-Powell. Capt. George

TYPHOID COMING 


Whitelaw Rather . Thinks 
There Will Be a Lot of it 
Next Month

SHOULD BEVERY CAREFUL 


Cases Are Coming in From Con- 
struction Camps and Coal 
Mines 


“Up to the month of August there 
has been less thphoid i in Edmonton for 
1910, than there has been since 1995, 
but there are cases beginning to show 
now, and it is altogether likely that 
Ahere will be an increase of typhoid 
in the city during the months of Sep- 
tember and October.” 

Dr. Whitelaw, medical health officer, 
made the above statement to the 
Capital this morning. 

“There is a lot of typhoid coming 
from the construction camps and coal 
mines,” continued Dr. Whitelaw, “and 
the cases are seldom sent to the hos- 
pitals right away, on acount of the 
fact that medical attention is not call- 
ed as soon as the disease develops. In- 
stead, the patients are kept in in- 
ferior houses. 

“Typhoid is a contagious disease, 
but it is not infectious, and it is con- 
tracted only by contact, and then 
through the mouth.” 

Dr. Whitelaw has compiled. statis- 
tics as to typhoid for the past nine 
years, which are to be sent to the 
conservation commission at Ottawa. 

The table shows that from (01 to 
the end of 1905 deaths in the city 
from typhoid were not ferquent. tn

LATEST THEORY IN 
MURDER MYSTERY 


Was Man Lured to Spot By Two 
Men Who Planned 
Robbery 


———— 


POLICE HAVE NO CLUE YET 


Trying to Find Out Who the 
Two Men From Winni- 
peg Are 


The latest theory in connection with 
the murder of Roman Fedeniuk, the 
Galician who met his death last Fri- 
day night, is that he was lured to the 
spot where. he was found on Sunday 
afternoon, and there set upon and 
done to death. It has been establish- 
ed that Fedeniuk went to an employ- 
ment bureau on First street on the 
day of the murder and secured em- 
ployment in the country, and that 
his intentions were to leave the city 
that night 

It is thought that he was later met 
by two men, who were aware of the 
fact that he was in possession of a 
fairly large sum of money, and ad- 
vised to spend the night with them, 
and leave the city the next day. They 
managed to lead him to the place 
where his mutilated body was found, 
under the pretext that their place of 
residence was in the neighborhood. 

The identity of the two men who 
figured in the five who slept at the 
C. N. XR. station, which included 
Fedeniuk, Evan Small, and Billy Uhi- 
zan, has not yet been established. 
The two men are supposed to be from 
Winnipeg, and they came to town 
from the Foley, Welsh & Stewart 
construction camp west of Wolf 
creck, with the others on ‘Mhursday 
night. 

That the two seemingly intoxicated 
men who were seaw in’ the neighbor- 
hood where Fedeniuk'’s) body was 
found, on the night of the murder, 
had nothing to do with the man’s end, 
the police are satisfied. These two 
were Mike Sawiuk, who lives in Nor-

W. McKenzie, Dominion Land Agent, 
apprising them of the fraud and in- 
structing them 'to return, caught them 
at Holden, where they alighted to 
catch the evening train for Edmonton. 
On their arrival at Edmonton a con- 
siderable number had gathered at the 
land office, and ,as feeling ran very 
high in their favor, no attempt was 
made to dispute their place at the head 
of the line, which they at once resum- 
ed. Their rivals realized that it was 
useless to continue their wait and they 
were left to themselves. At nine 
o'clock, this morning, the doors of the 
land office were thrown open and they 
triumphantly entered their applica- 
tions for the land, after which they 
left for their home. 

There is as yet no clue to the per- 
petrators of yesterday’s fraud. As 
the telegram did not come from any of 
the local offices, it will be next to 
impossible to discover the boy who 
delivered it or the person who sent

SNOW STARTLED

Quite a Little Blizzard During 
the Morning, But It Soon 
Melted 


NO DAMAGE TO CROPS YET 


Weather. Station 
Fifth of An Inch of Snow 
and Rain 


With the ringing of an alarm clock 
this morning, Edmonton woke up, 
jumped out of bed, and on putting up 
the blind, staggered back at the sight 
of a December snow storm. It won- 
dered if it had done the Rip Van 
Winkle act, and had been sleeping 
since last autumn, and all this rot 
about the Waterways Railway, — the 
royal commission, change, in the gov- 
ernment, the visit of ‘Laurier, the 
southern. drought, ete., did not figure 
in one faney dream. 

As a matter of fact, there was no 
prolonged sleep, and all those things 
were realities, and also the August 
snow storm, 

Inquiry at the local meteorological 
station this morning elicited the in- 
formation that there was a fall of 
one-fifth of an inch of snow and rain 
last night, while the lowest tempera- 
ture was one degree above freezing. 
The officials at the station said that at 
the present advanced state of the 
crops it would take about five or six 
degrees of frost to do any damage in 
that regard. As long as the weather 
remained cloudy, there was no fear 
of frost, however, but the officials 
are not sanguine as to conditions if a 
clearing should take place today, as it 
is probable/ that a severe frost would 
then set in. 

Besides putting a damper on the 
feelings of everybody, the weather 
has certainly played havoc with the 
initial day of the exhibition. The 
crowd at the grounds today is so 
slim that it is hard to see it, while it 
will probably be so cold tonight, if it 
does clear up, that the evenings pro- 
gram will be completely spoiled. 

There is only one good effect that 
will follow this weather, and that is 
that it will soften the ground on the 
new homesteads and will permit of a 
lot of clearing. The ground has been 
very ‘hard up to the present, and 
homesteaders have been experiencing 
difficulties. ©

Does Season Open too Early? 

It is felt in many circles that the game 
season opens much too early, as large 
numbers of the young ducls are not 
completely feathered. by this time 
and as a result are easy prey for young 
and over-enthusiastic hunters, The 
first week's shooting generally does 
much to clear the smaller lakes and 
sloughs of the birds, who immediately 
move to the larger’ lakes. 

That is the time that the old timer 
and experienced hunter sets out to 
bag his game—when science, tact and 
watchfulness, is necessary to success. 
By that time the young ducks which 
have escaped the young hunters are 
as cunning as the older birds, and to 
shoot them it is necessary to employ 
decoys and other means.
